YeLtbe 
number  ran  to  333 Capt.  Ratliff  said  to 
me  once,  • You  hare  to  pay  lor  a big  pat- 
ronage. When  you  have  a big  crowd  you 
may  expect  a good  deal  of  trouble  in  dis- 
cipline." That  is  generally  true,  but  last 
session  was  an  exception.  It  was  the  larg- 
est crowd  ever  gathered  at  Mississippi 
College,  and  I suppose  there  never  was  a 
session  with  less  need  for  discipline.

Ratliff  recently  remarked  to  me  that  he 
had  been  a trustee  of  Mississippi  College 
for  thirty- three  year^,  and  that  the  Col- 
lege was  now  in  better  condition,  viewed 
from  any  standpoint1,  than  he  had  ever 
seen  it  before.  We  hpd  a very  pleasant 
Commencement,  indeled.  Dr.  Sproles  ex- 
pressed himself  strongly  and  enthusiasti- 
cally as  to  the  excellent  behavior  during 
Commencement.  Allilhc  friends  who  at- 
tended Commencement  seemed  pleased. 
The  trustees  had  an  enthusiastic  meeting, 
and  expressed  themselves  as  much  grati- 
fied over  the  condition  of  the  institution. 
The  President  of  thei-College  has  recently 
l>een  sought  for  President  of  a large-Plfi- 
versity  outside  ol  Mississippi,  where  the 
salary  is  just  double  a hat  he  has  been  re- 
ceiving here,  but  the  work  here  is  too 
hopeful  for  him  to  give  hisconsent  to  loose 
his  hold  upon  it  at  tbiitime.  He  appeals  to 
the  people  to  rally  to  his  support.  We 
want  4-00  students  jiext  session.  There 
must  be  large  financial  advancement  in  the 
next  few  years,  and  fell  the  friends  of  the 
College  ought  to  get  ready  to  give  and 
give  liberally  The  Baptists  of  Mississippi 
are  now  able  to  put  Mississippi  College  in 
the  lead  of  all  institutions  in  the  State.

One  Thing  Morjc  Beautiful  Than 
Cheerful  Giving. 

Mississippi's  recenjt  record  before  our 
Home  and  Foreign  Hoards  was  charming. 
It  is  beautiful  to  se<  large  and  cheerful 
giving.  Who  has  witnessed  it  and  did  not 
feel  his  heart  swell  with  admiration  to  al- 
most blind  adoration  for  the  giver?  Can 
anything  be  more  twautiful? 

^Yes,  there  is  i oe  thing  more  beautiful— 
at  least,  in  our  Htavenly  Father’s  eyes. 
He  has  said:  "Behold,  how  good  and  how 
pleasant  it  is  for  brethren  to  dwell  togeth- 
er in  unity!”  Sometimes  behind  a shining 
gift  is  bid  a cold,  ijersonal  estrangement 
between  tbe  giver  at^d  some  one  of  God's 
children. 

Dear  reader,  did  [you  make  a large  gift 
while  somewhere,  sotne  one’s  heart  choked 
and  ached  because  Q(  wounds  which  you 
inflicted? 

Then  go  to  the  time  when  you  were  in 
the  very  act  of  giving,  and  remember  that 
our  blessed  Redeemer  says:  “If  thou  bring 
thy  gift  to  the  altar,  and  there  remember- 
est  that  thy  brother  hast  ought  against 
thee,  leave  there  thy  gift  and  go  thy  way; 
First  be  renoncilcd  to  thy  brother  and 
then  come  and  offer  thy  gift.”  As  much  as 
our  divine  Father  "Ipves  a cheerful  giver,” 
heart  union  between  his  children  is  of  so 
much  greater  price  that  he  would  have  a 
collection  abruptly  stopped  that  a wound- 
ed heart  might  be  heifeled.

What  is  the  use  of 
conviction?  It  is  to  light  up  the  soul  to 
theifaitfi  of  Jesus.  Ij  any  amount  of  dis- 
tress necessary?  Lydia  had  no  distress! 
Go<|  opened  her  heart  and  she  gave  atten- 
tenfion  to  the  things  spoken  by  Paul. 
What  is  conversion?  To  be  converted  is  to 
turti  frojn  self,  self  will,  self  righteousness, 
and  lrom  sin,  and  to  be  turned  to  Christ. 
Theiturqing  point  in  man’seonversion  is  his 
acceptance  of  Christ  as  his  Saviour.  What 
is  repentance?  It  is  turning  to  God  with 
abhbrenpe  of  sin,  and  cleaving  to  Christ 
witH  premise  of  obedience.  A thorough 
Chatfge  df  heart  is  followed  by  a thorough 
change  o(f  character.  How  can  I know  that 
I an*  saved?  It  is  the  word  of  the  living 
God.  “He  that  believeth  on  the  Son  of 
God  hath  everlasting  life.”.  What  if  I have 
not  faitta|  enough?  Glory  be  to  God,  if  I 
can  touch  the  hem  of  my  Saviour’s  gar- 
ment I sjiall  be  saved.

Should  Parents  Be  Members  of  Our 

Sunday  Schools.

I affirm  that  they  should.  Sunday 
Schools  as  a rule  are  made  up  ol  children 
and  young  people  in  tdwns  and  cities  as 
well  as  in  the  country,  though  not  so  much 
so  ns  they  were  thirty  or  forty  years  ago. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  will  be  less  so 
in  the  future  than  it  hat  in  the  past  for  the 
reason  that  young  people  raised  up  in  the 
Sunday  School  are  more  apt  to  attend 
than  it  they  had  not  bebn. 

The  Sabbath  is  being  desecrated  all  over 
our  country  by  men  visiting,  walking  over 
farms,  and  talking  over  business  matters, 
and  attending  to  business.  Their  minds 
are  engaged  almost  entirely  in  secular  al- 
taiis,  forgetting  that  the  God  who  made 
them  and  all  things  else,  made  the  Sab- 
bath day  for  rest  and  worship.  “Six  days 
•halt  thou  labor  and  do  all  thv  work.” 
We  should  remember  the  Sabbath  to  keep 
it  holy.  To  discontinue  all  meptal  and 
physical  labor  on  the  Sabbath  is  conducive 
to  a longer,  healthier  and  happier  life. 
There  is  no  cotnmandment  broken  by  men 
who  ought  to  be  in  Sunday  School,  so  of- 
ten  as  that  of  the  Sabbath.  "Search  the 
Scriptures  for  in  them  ye  think  ye  have 
eternal  life,  for  they  are  they  that  testify 
Me.  Parents  should  teach  by  example 
as  well  as  by  precept.  To  tell  a child  to  do 
a thing  and  do  some  other  way  yourself  is 
very  inconsistent  and  has  but  little  influ-  , 
«>ce  over  the  children. 

We  are  admonished  or  required  to  bring  ] 
the  childten  up  in  the  nurture  and  admon- 
ition ol  the  Lord.  How  can  they  follow  j 
in  onr  footprints  and  go  to  Sabbath  School  1 


Is  F.  B.  Myer  an  Arminian? 

, There  is  certainly  great  profit  and  pleas- 
fa*  to  be  derived  lrom  reading  Mr.  Myer’s 
works.  From  the  way  he  begins  his  book, 
"Paul,  a servant  of  Jesus  Christ,”  one 
w(>uld  gather  that  he  is  anything  else  than 
Arininianisticin  his  theology.  Butin  “Tried 
by  Fire  , one  of  his  works,  I find  language 
that  seems  to  express  the  Arminian  posi- 
tion fully.  He  is  commenting  on  the  ex- 
pression in  I Peter  1:2,  “Elect  according 
to  the  foreknowledge  of  God  the  Father.” 
Alter  asserting  “that  before  all  worlds 
G<^d  chose  ns  in  Christ  (Eph.  1:4)”,  he 
84f,:  ‘‘From  all  eternity  He  knew  those 
wio  would  accept  the  overtures  of  mercy. 
Shlall  we  say  that  He  foresaw  the  certain 
affinity  between  the  elect  One  and  those 
wffio  cleave  to  Him  by  faith?  And  concern- 
ing  all  these,  whom  He  foreknew,  He  also 
predestinated,  determined,  resolved,  that 
tli<y  should  be  conformed  to  the  image  of 
Hjjt  Son.” 

Arminianism  persists  in  tracing  the 
ground  of  salvation  to  be  some  meritori- 
ous characteristic  possessed  by  the  indi- 
vidual  saved.  It  will  admit  election,  pre- 
destination,foreordination, human  deprav- 
ity  and  almost  anything  else  along  those 
liiMs  if  you  will  just  give  it,  in  a final  con- 
clarion  somewhere,  a little  merit  (and  it  is 
content  with  very  little)  that  the  saved  in- 
dividual  had  by  nature,  which  settled  his 
destiny  for  Heaven.  Some  Arminians  say 
thfit  God  predicated  His  choice  upon  fore- 
sees faith  and  obedience.  Others  that  it 
w*b  upon  foreseen,  pliable  will.  But  Mr. 
Mpyer  predicates  it  upon  a “certain  fore- 
seffi  affinity  between  Christ  and  those  who 
cleave  to  Him  by  faith.”  I would  like  to 
know  the  origin  of  that  “affinity.”  If  its 
orjgin  is  in  human  nature  then  human  na- 
ture is  partial  to  this  class  of  her  children. 

If  its  origin  is  grace  then  God  was,  bound 
toiljave  first  purposed  to  give  the  “affini- 
ty " before  He  could  foreknow  that  it  would 
exist. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  only  position 
upon  this  question  that  is  in  agreement 
with  the  teachings  of  the  Bible,  or  that 
will  stand  the  test  of  sound  logic,  is  that 
Gold,  for  a good  reason  not  revealed  to  us, 
foqnd  in  Himself  and  not  in  persons  chos- 
en, did  elect  certain  individuals  of  our  fal- 
len race  to  be  saved,  sanctified  and  glorifi- 
ed in  Christ  Jesus,  and  that  they,  and  they 
alone,  are  to  be  recipients  of  this  great 
favcjr.

Paul  Revere  left  this  watch  by  will  to 
his  son,  Joseph  Revere,  who  in  turn  passed 
it  down  to  Col.  Frederick  W.  Lincoln,  of 
Canton,  his  nephew  and  the  grandson  of 
the  Revolutionary  scout.  This  Col.  Lin- 
coln was  for  many  years  the  head  of  the 
Revere  Copper  Company’s  work  in  Can- 
ton, the  industry,  it  will  be  remembered, 
with  which  Paul  Revere  was  so  long  con- 
nected. 

Frederick  W.  Lincoln,  afterward  mayor 
of  Boston,  was  adopted  by  Col.  Lincoln, 
and  because  of  this,  as  well  as  because  he 
was  the  patriot  Paul’s  great-grandson,  he 
would  have  been  khe  natural  heir  to  the 
watch.  Just  here,  however,  an  interesting 
bit  of  romance  came  in  to  divert  the  relic 
to  the  present  owner. 

Col.  Lincoln  had  in  Dr.  Phineas  Miller 
Crane,  late  of  East  Boston,  the  father  of 
Mr.  Crane  of  Maiden,  a veiyr  dear  friend. 
Often  Dr.  Crane  had  admired  the  Paul  Re- 
vere watch,  and  in  his  love  for  the  time- 
piece his  bride  heartily  shared.  This  fact 
he  let  drop  to  Col.  Lincoln  one  day  in  the 
course  of  conversation,  proposing  half  in 
jest,  that  he  sell  him  the  watch  to  give  his 
fiancee  the  day  she  became  his  wife 
Naturally  Col.  Lincoln  was  averse  to 
letting  the  watch  go  to  one  not  of  the  Re- 
vere blood,  but  his  friend’s  request  seemed 
to  offer  to  him  an  admirable  opportunity 
to  set  the  seal  on  a friendship  which  had 
meant  much  to  them  both,  as  well  aa  to 
Miss  Dwight,  so  he  consented  to  part  with 
the  watch  and  it  became  the  property, 
the  day  she  became  Mrs.  Crane,  of  the 
woman  both  men  wished  to  please. 

The  number  of  the  watch,  which  is  an 
18-carat  gold  case,  is  24,650,  and  that  it 
was  well  made  is  demonstrated  by  the 
fact  that  today,  128  years  after  the  night 
it  served  the  owner  on  his  famous  ride,  it 
keeps  good  time.— Ex.

When  he  enters  your  place  of 
business  always  treat  him  with  the  .great- 
est deference.  If  you  nrc  specially  bbsy  af- 
ter passing  the  courtepes  of  the  day  and 
offering  him  your  services,  then,  if  he  have 
no  business  to  transact  with  you,  politely 
excuse  yourself  and  attend  to  your  work. 
Pastors  are  busy  men  and  appreciate  men 
who  have  business.  This  treatment  will 
win  your  pastor's  love  and  enable  him  to 
greatly  help  you;  hesides.your  open  esteem 
of  him  will  give  him  power  for  good  with 
other  people.

Tfie  Bloody  Wars  of  the  Ancients. 

In  ancient  times,  when  men  fought  with 
battle-axes,  swords,  and  spears,  and  with 
bijws  and  arrows,  it  was  necessary  that 
armies  should  come  to  very  close  quarters 
in  order  to  get  within  range.  An  open 
fiejd  was  usually  chosen,  within  which 
l»o|th  armies  lined  up  in  mass  form  to  op- 
pose each  other.  Then  men  entered  the 
fjrfly  like  a lot  of  ravenous  wolves.  The 
bajttle  was  decided  less  by  skill  than  by 
shier  brute  force  and  the  power  of  num- 
bers. Defeat  then  meant  annihilation. 

Tile  re  were  no  means  for  covering  retreat. 
When  the  battle  began  to  turn,  the  enemy 


was  already  at  the  heels  of  the  vanquished 
and  ip  a position  to  j:ut  them  down  with- 
out mercy,  while  yet  frenzied  with  the  fury 
ofthefigfii.  It  was  not  infrequent  then 
that  half  the  numbers  engaged  were  killed- 
One  hundred  thousand  Persians  fell  in  a 
day  before  Alexander.  Hahnibal  slew  at 
Cannae,  216  B.  C.,  forty-eight  thousand 
Romans  out  of  sixty  thousand.  In  the 
great  battle  in  the  Valley  of  the  Marne,  in 
October,  451  A.  D.,  between  the 
Romans  and  Goths,  and  the  Huns  under 
Attila,  the  allies  slew  the  invading  barba- 
rians at  t}he  rate  of  one  hundred  thousand 
a day  for  three  days.  That  wastheblood 
iest  battle  in  history.  That  bloody  j >b 
stands  preeminent  is  an  instance  of  justi- 
fiable hoffiicide.  It  saved  Europe  from 
savagery! land  rescued  civilization. 

It  is  estimated  that  Caesar's  wars  cost 
more  than  two  million  lives.  His  war 
bulletins  did  not  report  a long  list  Of 
wounded  bnd  a short  list  of  slain.  They 
were  death-lists— so  many  killed.  The 
number  of  wounded  was  insignificant. 

When  firearms  were  introduced  tactic* 
were  chained,  nnd  armies  w-ere  no  longer 
hurled  bodily  upon  each  other,  staking 
everything  upon  the  issue;  hut  for  a long 
time  the  firearms  were  primitive  and 
would  not  shoot  very  far,  and  the  tactics 
were  but  a modification  of  the  older  and 
simpler  methods  of  hand  to  hand  fighting.
